'Collided' With Subamrinc 


The statement expressed indignation 


of the Nazis at inability or unwilling- 
ness of France and Britain to under- 
stand German feelings over the alleged 
Spanish government submarine at- 
tempts to torpedo the German cruiser 
Leipzig off the Algerian coast June 15 
and 18. 


The statement said that the Liepsig 


"collided with the Red submarine" af- 
ter the submarine had fired its last 
torpedo. Earlier the government had 
said it was not clear whether the 
cruiser had been sideswipcd by an un- 
cxploded torpedo or the superstructure 
of a submarine. 


Dispatch of the Fraf Spec, coming 


after a day-long deliberation of Ger- 
many's future policy toward Spain, 
was interpreted by some to mean that 
Germany will pursue a more vigorous 
course than before, despite advice of 
sonic of Hitler's counsellors that he 
risk no more ships in Spanish waters. 


18 German Warships 


It was learned that Germany has 18 


warships in Spanish waters and also a 
number of "coverted fishing vessels" 
carrying navy crews.

WASHINGTON -(/P)- Tension in- 


creased on Capitol Hill Wednesday 
night after Democratic Leader Robin- 
son of Arkansas announced that de- 
bate on the Roosevelt court bill prob- 
ably will begin next week. Opposition 
leaders said they had warned Robin- 
son that the bill, or any compromise 
increasing size of the supreme court, 
would encounter an indefinite fili- 
buster. 


The Democratic leader refused to 


discuss legislative prospects for the 
bill, or progress of compromise nego- 
tiations. He merely,told newspaper- 
men: "It is quite probable the'court 
bill will be brought forward the latter 
part of next week." 


Some legislators have predicted the 


fight will rival the historic nine-month 
debate on the League of Nations. 


It is almost five months since Presi- 


dent Roosevelt surprised congress with 
his message asking authority to name 
a new justice to the Supreme Court 
for every justice past 70 who declined 
to retire. 


Since then, a furious nationwide de- 


bate has raged almost continuously. 
Democratic ranks in the senate have 
been split as they have not been split 
since the party took control of con- 
gress.'in 1933. Talk of a permanent 
realignment of parties has resulted. 
\'JinriQun.ceraent of confeiferic4»: this 
we,eTi?end on Jefferson Island, in Ches- 
apeake Bay, between ,the president 
and aroused widespread speculation,

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Man at Wheel Holds Traffic Problem Key 


ON'T cross your legs when yoti are riding with a reckless 
auto driver. This is the advice recently given by Dr. Robert 


Funston, professor of surgery at the University of Virginia. 
And although this may not seem to have much relation to the 
general'topic of traffic safety, the professor had good reason 
to mention it. He has found that passengers who plant the 
feet apart on the floorboard and lean "well back in the seat are 
less subject to leg and hip injuries in a crash. 


Out at'Iowa State College^ practical research has shown 
ihat slight defects of vision may cause serious traffic acci- 
dents, Other scientists contribute the information that color 
blindness causes even conscientious drivers to run through 
red lights and cause costly collisions. 
x x r 


TPHESE interesting items do not prove that science alone 


• i has the answer to our enormous traffic problem. There is 
jjo one thing that can ever control a transportation mechanism 
Itfhich kills 36,000 and injuries more than a million persons in 
the United States every year. But they do indicate that we 
are improving our teamwork and are adding to the sum total 
of knowledge needed to baniah the traffic evil. 


• * Other1 inklings that we are absorbing workable ideas in 


traffic accident prevention are provided by,the national 
safety education program in schools. It has been proved pos- 
sible, through classroom teaching, to raise the average age of 
pedestrians killed or hurt in traffic from the school 'child level 
to above the 50-year-old level within 12 months' time. This 
feat is marred only by the fact that no way has yet been de- 
vised to bring adults into classrooms for daily safety lessons. 


In the engineering field, great strides have been made. 


A few years ago a red pin on a map was considered ecord 
enough for a traffic mishap. Now. thanks largely to Franklin 
M".

Hardening of Arteries Serious When It Affects Vital 


Organs of the Body 


(No. 248) 


One of the degenerative diseases o 


advanced years is called arterioscje 
rosia or hardening of the arteries. I 
probably is not a disease in itself, bu 


change in the blood vessels 


associated with long continued intoxi 
cation and infections, old age and high 
blood pressure. 


There seems to be some argumen 


about high blood pressure and harden 
ing of the aiteriea, as in the question 
of which came first, the hen or the egg 


Sir William Osier felt that the 


change* which take place in the blopc 
vessels are controlled by the heredity 
of the person concerned or, in other 
word*, that the quality of the tubing 
with which one is born is the essen- 
tial factor in the occurrence and se- 
venty of hardening of the arteries. 


Frequently thia condition is asso- 


ciated with gout, diabetes or Bright's 
disease and there are some who feel 
that diet is an essential factor. 


Physicians used to argue that the 


use of tea, coffee, tobacco and alcohol 
wag a primary factor, but nowadays it 
is not considered to be established. 
There seems to be no evidence that 
there is more arteriosclerosis among 
those who use alcohol and tobacco 
than among those who do not. 


The chief feature of this disease is 


the losa of elastic timie in the walls 
of th« blood vessels v> that they be- 


I come hard, rigid and tortuous. This 
naturally interferes seriously with the 
circulation of the blood and is usually 
associated with a rise in the blood 
pressure. 


The symptoms depend on the extent 


to which the circulation of the blood 
is interfered with. While the condi- 
tion may affect all of the tissues of the 
body, it becomes especially' serious 
when it interferes with the circulation 
of a vital organ such as the brain, the 
kidney or the heart. 


Hardening of the arteries comes on 


insidiously and seldom fis discovered 
by some serious symptoms associated 
with the organs that have been men- 
tioned.

beginning to fail finds that he gets 
tired easily and cannot concentrate as 
well as he used to. His memory fails, 
r. uticularly for recent events. He is 
Ukely to become emotionally unsta- 
ble.

Firm Stand on Farm 


Legislation 


WASHINGTON — (ff>) — Secretary 


Wallace told 
reporters 
Wednesday 


there is no chance ol federal loans on 
wheat, corn and cotton crops this year 
unless crop control legislation is enact- 
ed. He said he made this same state- 
ment earlier in the week to a group of 
congressmen "much concerned about 
the downward trend of wheat prices." 


By "loans," the Agriculture De- 


partment chief said, he meant the type 
of advances made in the past when 
the government had the Agriculture 
Adjustment Act to hold production in 
check and prevent price depressing 
surpluses. 


Wallace was told during the day by 


Chairman Smith (Dem., S. C.) of the 
Senate Agriculture Commitee that it 
might be advisable to postpone action 
until next session on new farm legis- 
lation such as Wallace's "ever-normal 
granary" proposal, which includes 
crop control. 


Wallace said the corn crop outlook is 


"lovely" but "all that could change 
with three weeks of drouth." He said

rtte> He said: "1 don't know any in- 
dividual who would make a better 
president for a third term than Mr. 
Roosevelt" 


•> Some members of congress expressed 
gratification that the matter has come i 


out into the open at last. 


Some political commentators have 


said that the increasing opposition 
aftibng Democrats in congress to meas- 
ures advocated by Mr. Roosevelt has 
been inspired partially At least, by fear 
that he is planning to run for a third 
time. 


There was some belief that Governor 


Earle's statement was made with the 
president's approval and that it is In- 
tended as a "trial balloon." 


Precedent Won't Be Broken 


Most outspoken of those willing to be 


quoted on Earle's statement was Sen- 
ator Burke (Dem., Neb.), one of the 
Democratic leaders of the fight against 
Roosevelt's plant to reorganize the Su- 
preme Court. Burke commented that 
'many precedents have been broken 
of late but this one (the precedent es- 
tablished 
by 
George 
Washington 


against a third term for presidents) 
will not be broken." 


He said the president had given as- 


surance that he would retire after his 
present, second term. Burke evidently 
referred to a speech delivered by the 
president at a "victory dinner" of par- 
ty leaders last March. Mr. Roosevelt 
said on that occasion that he recently 
had had a talk with a distinguished 
member of congress, and had told him: 


"My great ambition on January 20, 


1941, 
is to turn over this desk and 


chair in the White House to my suc- 
cessor, whoever he may be, with the 
assurance that I am at the same time 
turning over to him as president, a na- 
tion intact, a nation at peace, a nation 
prosperous."
